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THE OWASIPPE LEGEND 


There are many legends regarding the lands, rivers, and lakes of this area, but none more 
interesting than the legend surrounding the man whose name we have adopted for our camp. 


Owasippe was the Chief of the Potawatomie Indians who occupied this land in the early part of 
the 19th century. Their camps were located on the White River, or as the French called it, River 
Blanc, and/or Big Blue Lake. Owasippe had married late in life and when he became the father 
of two boys, he was overjoyed. As his sons grew, he taught them the ancient lore of the Indian. 
He taught them to find their way through the forest, with the stars and sun to guide them. He taught 
them to recognize the animals and birds, the useful trees and plants, so that they might enjoy the 
full abundance around them. Finally, the boys reached the age when they must prove their ability 
to become a brave. To earn this right, they must spend several moons living in strange countries, 
living on what food they could find. 


They followed the White River into White Lake and into Lake Michigan. They followed the lake 
south until they came to a place called Cheekahgaw, which translated, means “ Wild Onion.” At 
the mouth of the river the white men had built a fort, and several years before, Blackhawk had 
massacred many of the residents. John Kinzie had rebuilt Fort Dearborn and the boys stopped by 
to carry their father’s greeting. 


When the time came for the boys to return, Owasippe climbed to the top of a bluff overlooking 
the spot where the creek flows into the White River. There he sat day after day. Several weeks 
passed, but he still refused to leave. The Indians brought him food until finally he even refused 
to eat. 


When after several moons his sons had not returned, Owasippe died, still seated, looking down 
the river. He was buried in a sitting position at the spot where he died. 


About 30 years later, some boys were hiking along the river and took shelter from the rain under 
an overhanging sandbank. They saw the prow of a birch-bark canoe sticking out of the sand. They 
returned with some men and shovels, and when the canoe was uncovered, the skeletons of two 
boys were discovered. The spot was less than a mile from the spot where Owasippe was watching. 


The spirits of Owasippe’s two sons still join with the many boys who join us each summer to enjoy 
the forest trails. On occasion, they have been known to answer when called.

Choose the plan of camping that 
best meet the needs of your Scouts. Camping plans are designed to handle the program needs of 
experienced and beginning troops. The plan you choose should best meet the needs of your troop. 


OWASIPPE is filled with a certain magic of the great outdoors of Michigan where the air and 
water are still pure.....where the sunlight dances off the lakes and filters through fluttering 
leaves....where the fragrance of the forest delights the nostrils in harmony with the reflections of 
glowing campfires....where the calls of wildlife serenade the night and beckon the new 
day....where the mysteries of the Indian and the legend of Scouting’s past, spark the imagination 
of EVERY Scout....it’s a magic that refreshes both body and spirit.

A special 
information packet will be mailed to all provisional campers 
before their departure to camp. 
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GUIDELINES FOR CAMPERSHIP GRANTS 


PHILOSOPHY 


It is the intent of the Chicago Area Council that NO 
registered youth within the Council will be deprived of 
acamp experence at the Chicago Area Council Camps 
because of his financial need. 


However, because SELF-HELP is one of the primary 
doctrines of Scouting, no member will receive a grant 
in excess of 50% of the total activity fee. 


WHO QUALIFIES 


Any youth member, with the request of his parent/ 
guardian and unit leader, with the approval of the 
committee chairperson and the district executive 


AMOUNT 


The maximum Campership will be based on not more 
than 50% of the cost of ONE WEEK only. (If you are 
attending camp for two weeks, the second week cost 
cannot be included in your campership request.) 


A maximum of 50% of any camping activity fee may 
be granted depending upon available funds. 


Availablity of sufficient funds to cover all campership 
requests cannot be predicted. Therefore, requests will 
be considered on a first-come first-served basis until 
campership funds are depleted. 


NOTE: ADC Camperships, if available, include bus 
transportation.

(PRIOR) TO RECEIVING GRANTS: 


1. Must pay as much of the cost as possible (minimum: 
$10.00 deposit with application. 


2. Unit must participate in Council Pop Corn Sales 
Program, or Friends of Scouting Program. 


3. Must participate in a service project - either for one 
of the Chicago Area Council Camps or a worthwhile 
community organization (church, school, ect.) 


The youth member must attach a brief outline of his 
proposed service project to his application. 


Acompleted project report must be turned in to the unit 
leader by September 1st. 


The Unit Leader, by signature, must affirm that the 
project was completed satisfactorily (appropriate serv- 
ice must be performed to justify the amount of the grant 
request.) 


SUGGESTED: Three hours of service per $10.00 of 
grant. If the service project time is not accomplished 
before departure for camp, the Scout may work on a 
project while attending camp.

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SECTION CAMPS 


Owasippe provides opportunities for Scouts and Leaders to match their outdoor skills and program needs to the 
section camp that can best fulfill those needs. A variety of feeding plans are available. 


Each section camp has an experienced program staff, which will assist Scouts and Leaders in specialized 
instruction in the outdoor program, program planning, advancement, and troop and camp program opportunities. 
Each camp has a Administrative Center, boat and canoeing area, archery and rifle range, scoutcraft area, ecology/ 
conservation area and aquatics area. ALL SECTION CAMPS ARE PROVIDED WITH THE SAME PRO- 
GRAM OPPORTUNITIES. 


All section camps contain troop sites with adequate space for the troop to develop it’s own program. Each troop 
has access to a sanitary unit, which includes running water and sanitary facilities. Central showers are available 
in each camp. 


TWO LEADERS ARE REQUIRED with each troop at Owasippe. Troops with more than 20 boys will need one 
additional leader for each multiple of 10 boys after 20. The scoutmaster makes the best CAMP SCOUTMASTER 
(21years of age or older). Adequate leadership reduces discipline problems. The troop operates more efficiently 
and the leaders enjoy their stay. The second leader can be 18 years of age. All persons 18 years of age or older 
are considered ar in camp. -AlLicaders must be registered in the Boy Scouts of America and must bring a 

rsonal_r rly fill for the s If the troop Scoutmaster cannot attend, 
good and able leadership can be obtained from the Assistant Scoutmaster, committee members, dads, or other 
interested persons in the sponsoring institution. Troops with less than two leaders will be assigned a provisional 
campsite. No Scouts will be accepted without leadership unless prior arrangements are made. 


CAMP BLACKHAWK 


Camp Blackhawk is unique at Owasippe for 
it offers opportunities for lake activities. 


Situated on Big Blue Lake, the camp offers | 


the traditional aquatics program. Scouts eat 
in a most spacious dining hall amidst pine 
walls and high rafted ceilings, The fellow- 
ship of Scouting is enjoyed at every meal by 
singing songs, performing skits, and enjoy- 
ing special programs.

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1993 CAMP ADVANCEMENT OPPORTUNITIES 


Welcome to this years camp advancement program, as you can see a number of important enhancements 
have been made to this section of the Leaders Manual. This was done so that you, as a leader, will take full 
advantage of the advancement opportunities offered at Owasippe and to insure that each of your scouts 
derives the best possible experience from their stay at camp. 


Contents were prepared, and approved by the Chicago Area Council Advancement Committee and it is our hope that the 
new changes will meet with your approval. Mike Ekleberry, Sub-Committee Chairman, Council Advancement 
Committee. 


SUGGESTIONS AND REMINDERS: 


A. Granting of any merit badge or rank advancement is at the prerogative of the Scoutmaster unless 
contrary to National B.S.A. Advancement Guidelines. 


B. While athome plan and review an advancement goal for each scout coming to camp. Use.a troop advancement 
chart (the larger size) and post it at troop meetings and again in your campsite. Show scouts progress by 
checking off each badge or major rank requirement as earned. Give a personal copy to both boys and parents. 


C. Scouts must be provided with Blue Merit Badge Cards, signed by the unit leader for each merit badge course 
session they will attend. Cards are available at the camp office, but it's a good idea to bring a supply with 
you. Out of council units can use their own Council's version. 


D. Itis encouraged that leaders casually review with their boys a few of the basic skills learned at camp to ensure 
that tney are capable of applying them. If you feel that a scout needs additional instruction, see your camp 
commissioner or program director. 


E. Leaders must see that any scout that has worked on merit badge requirements prior to coming to camp, has 
in his possession, proof or documentation that a requirement is satisfied. Either the actual work or a signed 
statement by a Counselor, countersigned by the unit leader is required if the scout is to be given credit for 
work done at camp. Please review this point with your unit committee, scouts, and parents as soon as your 
troop signs up for summer camp. 


F. Itis strongly suggested that you personally meet any non-Owasippe Staff Merit Badge Counselor prior to 
allowing a boy to work with the individual for any reason. A complete listing of Council Approved Merit 
Badge Counselors are on file at the Ad Center. 


G. Weask that over the course of your stay at Owasippe that you or another adult from your unit accompany your 
scouts to each of the program areas, at least once. Personally observe the session, noting the quality of 
instruction, the skill at which it is delivered and the interaction between scout and staff. At the end of your 
stay you will be asked to fill out and return an evaluation form on your impressions of each area. Your 
feedback will assist us in maintaining Owasippe's commitment in program exellence. 


H. We ask that you follow up on your scouts progress at any point you feel a need to do so and certainly by mid- 
week, if for nothing else than to confirm that your scouts are attending classes. For their own safety, know 
where they are and what they are doing at all times. 


I. Publicly recognize your scout's achievements while still at camp. Use your chart! Make a big deal of each 
scout's advancement activities. 
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J. No council, district, unit, or individual has the authority to add to, or subtract from any advance- 
ment requirement. National Advancement Guidelines publication #33087, page 11. Violations must be 
reported to the Council Advancement Committee c/o The Chicago Area Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, 730 W. Lake Street, Chicago, IL 60661.

Please pay close attention to the summaries when scouts consider which badges to pursue. A number of 
badges are quite difficult and to be successfully completed without advanced preparation will prove to be 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, others can be easily accomplished and are ideal for younger scouts. 


Leaders should review requirements with all scouts prior to coming to camp to ensure that each boy is fully 
aware of time requirements, the degree of difficulty, special equipment needed, which requirements must be 
satisfied before arriving at camp and if there is any minimum cost for materials or services. Fees are indi- 
cated and may be subject to very small price increases. If no dollar amount is given, cost is not passed on to 
scouts.

TROOP AND PATROL ORGANIZATION Since 
summer camp is the most important event of the scout- 
ing year, it is vitally important that all members of the 
team participate. Here is the best opportunity for the 
senior patrol leader, patrol leaders and other officers to 
function and put into daily practice the “Patrol 
Method." 


OBJECTIVES: Your troop should identify what it 
wants to get out of camp. We suggest that you review 
your Scoutmaster’s handbook, especially the section

CAMP: Onan individual basis, review with each Scout 
his camp objectives. Give each Scout an opportunity to 
express his ideas for both patrol and troop activities.

SECTION CAMP PROGRAM 


YOUR CAMP STAFF or each of the people recruited as part of your Owasippe Staff is dedicated to serve your troop’s needs and 
work along with you to help plan the best program possible. These outstanding young people have been recruited from many councils, 
and across America. Their aim is to help you be a successful camp leader. Work along with them to accomplish this aim, 


THE PROGRAM STAFF includes all the Camp Directors, Commissioners, Commissioner Aides, Aquatic personnel, Ecology/ 
Conservation Counselors, Shooting Sports Counselors, Scoutcraft, Trail Coordinators and Outpost specialists. 


THE SERVICE DEPARTMENT includes the Central Office staff, the Food Service operation, Health Lodge and Medical Service, 
Chaplain Service, Trading Post, the Warehouse, Trucking, Postal Service, Office Clerks, Rangers and Maintenance teams. 


YOUR TROOP'S COMMISSIONER will be working with you closely. The position is similar to that of a neighborhood 
commissioner. He/she has a sound understanding of Scouting’s basic principles and possesses most of the traditional Scouting skills. 
Their job is to help a troop get the maximum benefits from the program opportunities available at camp, to strengthen the patrol method 
and to counsel with the Scout Leader about any special problems, housekeeping needs, program ideas and program scheduling. He/ 
she will not take over for you but will assist and support you in every way. You commissioner may be several years your junior, but 
you will find him/her to be a real asset to your troop’s operation.

BORDER STRIPS may be earned in Craft, Sailing, Voyageur, Canoe Trip, Trail Hiking, the Owasippe 
Challenge, Horseback, Mountain Bike, Museum and Adventure Patrol. Border Strips are placed around the 
outside edge of the Owasippe Patch.

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ADVENTURE PATROL 


BRING NEWLY REGISTERED SCOUTS WITH YOU TO CAMP and TAKE THEM BACK AS 
TRAINED SCOUTS!! 


The Adventure Patrol Program will be offered in each of the section camps. It is designed to teach basic scouting 
skills to newly enrolled Scouts and to give them an exposure to all of the Camp Progam Areas. Led by a specially 
selected Staff Member, the Patrol meets daily, Monday through Friday, with involvement in hikes and cookouts 
in program areas. A time slot is included to permit earning one merit badge. 


The course begins with an orientation to Scouting and the Outdoors and an introduction to the patrol method. The 
group is then formed into patrols with the Staff Member acting as SPL. Patrol activity is stressed throughout the 
course. During the week, the members of the Adventure Patrol work on outdoor requirements for the first three 
ranks, as well as the Totin' Chip and Fireman’s Chit. They are also given an introduction to the principle program 
areas in camp with basic instruction in archery, rifle, swimming, and boating. The individual requirements 
completed are certified by the unit leader during a Scoutmaster Conference. 


An Adventure Patrol patch, Border Strip and Decal are available at the Trading Post. 
Sign up will be at the Sunday night orientation meeting. Be sure you bring your list of participants. 


One troop representative is encouraged to assist in scout supervision. New unit leaders are encouraged to also 
participate in this program. 
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OWASIPPE TRAIL PROGRAM 


The Owasippe Trails remain the oldest program resource dating back to the camp's origin. Over the years, 
the trails have been revised and the attractive, color-coded fleur-de-lis have made the many miles of the 
trails easy to follow as well as exciting and adventerous. Hikers can travel between any camp or any 
program area on these well marked trails. 


Trail programs are available for the novice hiker as well as the older Scout. Programs range from short 
hikes to a few hours, to troop hikes, to troop overnight canoe/hike programs, to a three day hiking-canoeing 
program for older scouts. Through a combination of well-marked trails, a hiker can plan a trip of several 
hours or a full day traveling between camps, visiting program areas or the administration area. Scouts can 
satisfy rank requirements through coordination with your unit leadership. 


Maps of Owasippe indicating the trails are available from the camp Trading Post. 
This troop activity involves at least two leaders and some or all of scouts in the troop. This program is ideal for 


scouts to obtain rank requirements in cooking, hiking and camping.Upon completion of the requirements,each 
member of the party is eligible for a HIKING BORDER Strip.

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BADEN-POWELL AWARD 


This award, named in honor of our founder Lord Robert Baden- 
Powell, has been designed to provide the Scouts in your troop the 
chance to participate in the patrol method and have a quality camp 
experience during their stay at Owasippe. Each section camp provides 
many opportunities for a troop to distinguish itself for its achieve- 
ments at camp. Contests and competition are an active and important 
part of camp program and the Baden-Powell award is anexcellent tool 
to foster good Scout camping habits and sense of competition. 


In 1967, Owasippe initiated a program to recognize units for meeting 
a set of standards of good Scout camping. Each troop will be evaluated 
daily and those units which qualify based upon the inspection score of 
the commissioner will be presented with the Baden-Powell Award. 


KEY POINTS OF THE PROGRAM 


* Troops are competing with each other against a standard, not against 
each other. It is the hope of the camp that all troops, regardless of size 
or age will strive for this honor. 


* The troop’s experience should STRENGTHEN its own leadership. 
The Commissioner should COACH the S.P.L.’s to perform a fair 
inspection. 


The inspection score determined by the Commissioner will be the 
basis upon which the qualification is determined. The S.P.L.’s through 
the coaching process should gain the knowledge to bring back and 
perpetuate good camping habits in their troop.

ORDER OF THE ARROW 


The Order of the Arrow is the Scouting brotherhood of honor campers. Founded in the summer of 1915 by E. 
Urner Goodman, the Order is a society of the Boy Scouts of America that functions as a part of the regular 
camping program of the Scouts. Its foremost purpose is to promote and enrich the ideals of Scout Camping. 


The Arrow is an important part of the over-all camp program, and the staff members who are in the Arrow 

should take an active part in its camp operation. We must, however, remember that it is just one part of our 
schedule and that we have responsibility to the entire program. One of the responsibilities is cheerfulness in 
going about our tasks. Arrow members on staff must live by not only the Scout Oath and Law, but also the 

Arrow Admonition.

There will be three ordeal induction weekends at Owasippe this summer of 1993. Starting on Friday nights, 
the weekends will be: 
Session A July 2 - 4, 1993 
Session B July 16 - 18, 1993 
Session C July 30 - Aug. 1, 1993 


If you are a Chicago Area Council Unit and would like to have Scouts/Scouters to be called out and inducted 
at camp, you must do the following. 
1. Hold a unit election prior to going to camp. (There will be no Unit elections held at camp). 
2. If you are going to register candidates to be inducted at camp, you must show proof of an election form. 
3. You must register at your section camp by Monday night prior to the induction weekend or you can pre- 
register your candidates at least two weeks before going to camp. 
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If you are an out of the Council Unit, you must get prior permission from your home Lodge to get called out 
or get inducted at camp. Please refer to National policy on elections and inductions outside of the registered 
Council. 

Fees for induction weekend will be $25 for Ordeal candidates which includes sash, handbook, flap, pin and 
belt chip. If you are a stay over unit on the weekend you are inducted, your fee will be $15.00 If you are an 
Arrowman just wanting to come up and help induct our new brothers, it will cost $11.00 for food.

Nation Policy on electi 
Elections and inductions outside the registered council. Order of the Arrow elections are held in qualified 
troops, teams and posts only under the direction of the lodge in the council where the unit is chartered. No 
unit may visit outside its own council and hold an OA election under the auspices of an OA lodge of another 
council. This is necessary for each lodge to be able to verify who the leader of the unit is and ascertain that 
all unit members have had advance notice of the election. This is difficult, if not impossible, when a unit 
attempts to hold an election outside its own council. 

In virtually all cases, newly elected candidates for membership in the Order, both adult and youth, should 
complete the Ordeal and be inducted into the Order by the lodge that serves the council in which their unit is 
chartered. Under special circumstances, newly elected candidates may complete the Ordeal outside their own 
council if the following conditions are met: 


1. The unit leader requests the change in Ordeal completion in advance and in writing to both his registered 
council lodge and to the lodge where induction is requested. 


2. The lodge of the council where the unit is registered gives permission to the unit leader in writing and 
sends a copy to the lodge where induction is requested. 


3. The out of council lodge charges the newly elected candidate the cost of an Ordeal sash, an Order of the 
Arrow Handbook, and facilities fees only. The Arrowman inducted into the Order outside his registered 
council lodge should not receive a lodge flap patch, neckerchief, or other OA specialty items, or a member- 
ship card from the out of council lodge that inducts him. Proof of successful completion of the Ordeal and 
induction should be given to the new member in the form of a letter from the inducting lodge, with a copy 
mailed to the registered council lodge of the newly inducted Arrowman. 


4. Upon return to his registered council, the newly inducted Arrowman should present proof of induction to 
the lodge in that council, pay his dues and other appropriate fees for special items unique to that lodge, and 
receive a membership card from his registered council lodge. 


5. No Arrowman is authorized to wear the OA flap of a lodge he is not a member of, even though he may 
have been inducted into the Order by that lodge. 


6. Any candidate desiring to be called out at a summer carnp or other event outside his own council may 
have his unit leader make the arrangements as described in paragraphs 1 and 2 above. The candidate would 
then be inducted into the Order by his registered council lodge at a later date, unless other arrangements are 
made in advance to also be inducted out of council as described in paragraph 1 and 4 above. 
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OWASIPPE CHALLENGE 


A HIGH ADVENTURE PROGRAM 


The Owasippe Challenge is a series of Challenging Outdoor Personal Encounters. The Challenge consists of 
Group Initiative Games, Low Course, and High Course activities. Some of the activities involve a group challenge 
while others test individual skills and agility. Participants climb, swing, balance, jump, rappel, and think of 
solutions to a variety of challenges. 


Safety of participants, leaders and staff is imperative. It is not sufficient to simply be “concerned” about safety. 
This concern is augmented by the director and staff members who are constantly vigilant to safety procedures 
and participants’ needs. The standards that have been developed are stringent to ensure that the experience is both 
safe and successful. 


The Owasippe Challenge is an exciting outdoor activity that can be used to attract and hold older Scouts and 
Explorers. It offers a set of stimulating activities designed to meet the needs of today's young people who are 
seeking greater challenges to their physical and mental abilities. 


The underlying goals of the Owasippe Challenge are consistent with the methods of Scouting. Group activities 
are ideal for emphasizing the patrol method and in developing leadership. Individual activities help promote 
personal growth. Other Scouting methods are inherent in the conducting of the program. 


Owasippe Challenge I - Initiative Games and Low Events designed for 2nd year campers. 
Owasippe Challenge II - Initiative Games, Low Events and High Events designed for 3rd year campers 
who have completed Owasippe Challenge I.

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WHITE RIVER HIGH ADVENTURE PROGRAM 


The White River is the primary river used for canoe trips at Owasippe. Canoe trips extend from one to three days 
depending upon the drop off selected between Taylor Bridge and Whitehall, Michigan. 


The White River is of historic interest because of the once important lumbering industry in the White Lake area, 
There are many reminders of the past in the names given to the sand rollways all along the river. The fall and 
winter cut of logs were piled on the steep, banked rollways along the river where they would be cut loose and 
floated down to the mills in Whitehall on the high flood waters in the spring. 


Added to the experience in canoeing, passing log jams, and scraping over underwater logs, numerous varieties 
of fish, plants and wildlife are visible on the river. 


The river is not deep, averaging about 18 inches with a few deep holes. The river bottom is mostly sand and gravel 
with some silt. The river presents varied regions of high and low banks of wooded area. There are non-wooded 
flats, bayous, and feeder creeks. It flows through practically uninhabited country, is crooked and has many 
hairpin turns. Overnight campsites along the river are marked with metal fleur-de-lis. 


1, A safe High Adventure wilderness canoe trip is what we strive to provide for your Scouts while at 
Owasippe.

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YOUR PACK AND PADDLE PROGRAM 


Many leaders are hesitant to backpack and canoe with their scouts because they are not themselves skilled in these 
techniques. Necessary camping and canoeing skills are easily learned. Experienced staff are available to instruct 
and guide you and to make your experience enjoyable. Guide service will be available for getting your group 
on the trail. ALL PACK AND PADDLE PROGRAMS MUST BE COORDINATED THROUGH YOUR 
COMMISSIONER. 


If you are just planning a hike that will not require food on the trail, see your commissioner for a map of the 
Reservation and indicate how many will be going, where you will be going, and how long you will be gone. 


Ifyou are planning a hike or canoe trip that will require food on the trail, see your commissioner to help with your 
plans. In addition, you must fill outa trail food requisition form. A wide variety of fresh and dehydrated foods 
are available for your high adventure. In order to coordinate your food arrangements, make plans one day in 
advance of the trip. 


If you are planning a program that includes canoes, you will need to work through your commissioner and the 
high adventure department in order to coordinate food and canoe arrangements. 


HIGH ADVENTURE REMINDERS: 


TRAIL INSTRUCTIONS: Before you depart, an instruction session may be held. This meeting will be 
conducted by a reservation staff member who has been instructed in trail techniques and preparedness. Trail 
camping procedures, packing methods, use of dehydrated foods, and trail cooking can be demonstrated. The trail 
leader and junior leaders should attend this session. They in turn should train the other boys in the unit. 
ADHERING TO SCHEDULES: All trail participants must agree to adhere to the schedules agreed upon prior 
todeparture. Your tardiness arriving at a return point, overstaying at a favorite campsite, or misusin ig equipment 
will effect the total trail program. A minimum charge of $10.00 will be made for cancellation of trips if 
cancellation are not made at least 24 hours in advance of the scheduled trip. Check in with your camp office as 
soon as you have returned. 
EMERGENCIES: Another reason for adhering to schedules is so that emergency calls can be delivered to you. 
If an emergency occurs on the trail, send for help immediately! Phones are within hiking distance on all canoe 
routes and trails. Check your map for the nearest location. The Owasippe Phone Number is (616) 894-4061 and 
is available 24 hours a day. (After hours telephone rings in the Health Lodge). DO NOT attempt to move a person 
who has had an accident. Apply first aid and wait for medical help. 
DO NOT HIKE on highways, camp roads, or two tracks, unless the trails follow them. Trucks and private cars 
travel along these roads, which may endanger your Scouts. Hitchhiking is not permitted. Drivers should not pick 
up hikers. 
STAYING TOGETHER: Make sure that your group does not become separated on the river or trails. The group 
should decide when to stop for the night and care should be taken to see that the entire group makes its destination. 
One leader should be in the front and the other should be at the rear.

EXAM on file signed by a physician.

MEDICAL CHECK-IN 


Medical forms arereviewed on Sunday afternoon at the Administration Center. Medical re-checks will take place 
AT YOUR SECTION CAMP when you arrive. You will be asked for your pink roster form and receive buddy 
tags for aquatic activities at that time. 


CHILD ABUSE - MICHIGAN STATE LAW 


RULE 115 __It is mandatory that any staff member or volunteer report to his director any actual or suspected 
case of child abuse or neglect immediately. The camp director shall immediately contact the Director, who if 
after the investigation finds abuse or neglect, shall by phone report to the Department of Social Services and file 
a written report within 72 hours.

After hours 
the Doctor may be reached by using an emergency phone number available from the Health Officer. 


EMERGENCY TRANSPORTATION AND SERVICES: Owasippe will provide emergency transportation. 
Owasippe has also arranged with ambulance service to provide emergency transportation. If advanced 
emergency services are required, campers will be taken to Muskegon Hospital. Emergency room service is 
available on a 24 hour basis. 


MEDICATION STORAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: All prescribed camper medication must be turned 
in to the Unit Leader. They must be in the original container with dosage and frequency clearly marked. The 
Unit Leader will be responsible for administering and keeping medication under locked storage. 


FIELD TRIPS: All campers will have been screened by a camp first-aider prior to being accepted at the 
campsite. The Camp Director or designee will check out all of the required forms to accompany the leader on 
a field trip. A certified first-aid kit will also accompany a troop leader on the field trip. All treatments and 
medicine dispensing will be recorded. The Health Officer will review the treatment log for any follow up that 
should be done. 


DAILY OBSERVATION: It is the Camp Director or Commissioner’s responsibility to be aware on a daily 
basis, of each camper’s physical condition. Any changes in appearance, appetite, activity level, or health habits 
are to be reported to the Health Officer. 


PARENT NOTIFICATION: Camper's parents are to be notified by the Owasippe office as follows:

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MEAL SERVICE 


DINING HALL FEEDING - This type of feeding is offered at Camp Blackhawk. Three (3) meals 
a day are served cafeteria-style in the dining hall. Troops supply 1 Scout waiter for every 8 persons 
in attendance at camp. Waiters report to the dining hall 15 minutes before each meal and are 
responsible for setting and clearing their tables as well as waiting on the tables during the meal. It 
is recommended that each waiter serve 3 meals, starting with the evening meal. This gives all scouts 
the experience of being a waiter during their stay atcamp. Staff members and/or leaders are assigned 
to each table. The host method should be used in the dining hall. Discipline at each table is the 
responsibility of the unit leader. 


HOT PACK FEEDING - This type of feeding is available at Camp Wolverine. HOT PACKS are 
large thermos food containers delivered 3 times daily to the troop site. Paper service, including 
plates, cups, napkins, and bowls are furnished by the Camp for those meals that are “HOT 
PACKED.” The amount received on Sunday should last all week. DO NOT WASTE PAPER 
SUPPLIES. Before each meal, 2 Scouts from each patrol should be assigned to meet the delivery 
vehicle to transport the food back to the patrol site. The heater stack (thermos food container) should 
be carried vertically so that liquids do not spill. Emergency staple supplies and milk are available 
through your camp lodge. After the meal, each patrol member stacks his own silverware, scrapes 
his plate, and places trash and garbage in the trash bag. Heater stack pots and plastic containers 
should also be scraped into the trash bags. The pots are then placed back into the heater stacks and 
sealed. The heater stacks and all plastic containers are carried back to the hot-pack stand 
immediately after the meal is served. UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES ARE HEATER 
STACKS TO BE PLACED OVER AN OPEN FIRE. Afterdinner each day, garbage bags should 
be tied and placed by the road near the hot-pack stand. Patrol size should be kept at 6 to 8 members 
for meals. 


ADULT MEAL PORTIONS - All food portions are based on a young Scout camper. Most leaders 
attend camp complimentary, but may purchase an extra portion for each meal by paying in advance. 
Please contact your camp unit commissioner for details. 


GRACE IS ENCOURAGED BEFORE EACH MEAL. 
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FOOD SERVICES POLICY 


THERE WILL BE: 
1. Eighteen (18) meals served to Campers during the camp-week period.

Discipline is the responsibility of the unit leader. If you 
need help, consult your commissioner and/or camp 
director. Vandalism or injury to others will not be 
tolerated. Rule 113 of “Rules for licensing Children’s 
camp in the State of Michigan” reads, “A camper shall 
not be deprived of food or sleep, be placed alone 
without staff supervision, observation, and interac- 
tion, or be subject to ridicule, threat, corporal pun- 
ishment, or excessive physical exercise, either by 
staff, leaders or by another camper.”” HAZING OR 
INITIATION IS STRICTLY PROHIBITED. 


EARLY ARRIVAL 

We regret that we cannot make arrangements to accept 
any troop or individual Scouts prior to 1:00 PM on 
Sunday of the opening of the period. These are change- 
over days and require much coordination on the part of 
the camp staff in preparation for the camp periods.

COUNCIL TRANSPORTATION 


$35.00 PER PERSON ROUND TRIP ONLY - Bus transportation to Owasippe is available. Buses leave from 
the Scout Service Center, 730 W. Lake St., at 9:00 AM the Sunday of your troop’s departure for camp. Scouts 
and leaders are asked to report by 8:15 AM on their day of departure. EACH PERSON MUST BRING HIS OWN 
LUNCH! 


RETURNING - The buses are due back at the central location between 2:00 and 3:00 PM the Saturday of the 
return from camp. Lunches are provided for the return trip. 


TICKETS - Bus tickets MUST be purchased at least 1 week prior to departure. There are NO ONE WAY 
FARES, Full refunds on unused tickets will be allowed, providing the ticket is returned to the Council Office by 
12:00 noon Wednesday before departure. 


BAGGAGE - All baggage MUST be labeled with the Scout’s last name, troop number, and name of his camp. 
Instruct your scouts to PACK IT TIGHT AND KEEP IT TO A MINIMUM! Pack enough gear for the time he 
will be in camp, but leave the frills at home. Scouts taking Council transportation will be allowed one (1) duffel 
bag and one (1) pack or small suitcase. Advise your Scouts that footlockers will NOT be allowed on buses due 
to space limitations. 


PRIVATE TRANSPORTATION 


Should your troop want to drive to Owasippe by private vehicle, keep in mind that check-in begins at 1:00PM 
(MICHIGAN TIME) on the Sunday of your camp period at the Administration Center. OWASIPPE OPERATES 
ON MICHIGANTIME, which is one hour ahead of Chicago. Owasippe is approximately 220 miles from Chicago 
and takes about 4.5 hours. Plan your trip to arrive at Owasippe between 1:00 AND 2:00 PM (MICHIGAN TIME). 
A map and directions are provided herein for your convenience. 


VEHICLES MOVING CAMPERS 


Driver Qualifications: All drivers of camp vehicles must be 18 years or older, have no moving violations during 
the past two years, possess a valid driver’s licence, appropriate for the vehicle to be driven, and be checked out 
for the vehicle by the camp ranger. 


Vehicles: Drivers must complete a pre-trip safety and document check. The camp ranger will periodically check 
vehicle logs and perform preventative maintenance at intervals as recommended by vehicle manufacturer. Once 
a year, all vehicles with the capacity of more than 12, will be inspected by the State of Michigan. 


Riders: All campers and staff will wear a vehicle safety belt. All riders must remain seated and refrain from 
distracting the driver. 


Evacuation: Staff will be aware of all available exits from the vehicle to be utilized. Campers are to be evacuated 
away from vehicle and any other hazards. Once ina safe area, a head count is to be taken. Staff may then mark 
vehicle in accordance with State law. 


Loading/Unloading: All loading and unloading of passengers and gear is to be done off of roadway. Campers 
are to remain orderly and enter and leave in single file. A staff member is to make ahead countany time passengers 
enter or leave. No gear is to be stored in a manner that causes aisles or exits to blocked. All passengers must have 
a seat. 
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OWASIPPE EMERGENCY PROCEDURE

Drills should be held regularly to assure a smooth operation in the event of an emergency. 


In the event of a lost swimmer, fire in camp, or weather alert, ALL campers (adults & boys) are to return to 
their camp-sites. This action is signaled by the camp alarm (bell, siren or horn, etc..) The signal should be 
started immediately and continue for as long as necessary to alert all people in camp. 


LOST SWIMMER 
Water-front Director sends a runner to the camp office with the NAME, SITE, AND UNIT NUMBER AND 
BUDDY TAG OF THE BOY WHOIS LOST. Emergency alarm is sounded. All staff leave area immediately 
and report to camp office. Camp Director notifies Ad Center and back-up camp. Camp Directors assign staff 
to the following: 

1, Assist aquatic staff in search 

2. Search of camp-sites, latrines and grounds for missing Scout. Also secure a head count from 
each troop in camp. 
Water-front staff, with back-up camp staff, are searching the swimming areas. When camp-site search is 
completed and reports made to Camp Director, all staff will report to Water-front Director. Camp Director 
maintains communication with Ad Center until completion of emergency. Plan used at Camp Blackhawk on 
separate page. 


EIRE IN CAMP 
Alarm is sounded. All program areas are closed. All staff reports to camp office for instruction. Staff to be 
directed to location of fire. Camp Director notifies Ad Center as to type of emergency and location. Staff only 
to man fire equipment - shovels, rakes, Indian pumps, buckets, hoses, etc.. Senior staff person present is to 
take charge and direct the action of the staff. 
Use Camp Fireguard Plan 
1. Drop tentage to ground and cover with sand 
2. Use rakes and shovels for ground fires 
3. Fire in building should be contained as much as possible pending arrival of fire equipment 
4, KEEP CAMPERS OUT OF FIRE SITE!!! 


AY re Winds, Lightnin. 
Alarm is sounded upon being notified of potentially dangerous weather conditions. Program areas are closed. 
All staff report to camp office. Campers are directed to their sites. Staff are assigned to check sites, take head 


counts and aid in preparation for emergency. 
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LOST SCOUT 

If a Scout is suggested to be lost, the troop leader is to search each tent in his troop site as well as the latrine 
and general troop site area for the Scout. Camp Director reports to Ad Center by telephone, giving name, unit 
and site and description of camper(s). Also the probable route, destination or location should be given. 


YG ELINES FOR SE HE: 
1. As staff is sent out to search an area, they must utilize the Buddy System which follows the rule of two 
people to be together at all times. 
2. Have all staff members in the search sign in and out from the search crew leader. 
3. During night searches, each staff member must carry a flashlight and dress according to the weather 
conditions. 


1c LNE 

1. Administer first aid within the limits of your qualifications. 

2, Send for the camp First Aider and notify the Camp Director. 

3. If additional assistance is required, call the Health Director at Ext. 245. 

4. If accident or illness is severe, the patient will be transported to the Health Lodge by a health team or to 
the hospital by an ambulance. 

5. First Aider will record the incident in the medical log. 


OTHER EMERGENCIES 
1. Storms 
A. All boating, canoeing, and swimming will cease whenever thunder is heard, no matter how distant the 
sound, 
B. The staff will assist the troops in securing the canvas so that risk of damage and/or injury is mini- 
mized. 
C. In the event of severe lightning storms, troops should stay in the sites away from streams, other 
water sources, as well as isolated trees. 
D. In the event of severe winds and/or storms, the Camp Director will send the staff members to those 
troopsites where assistance in securing tents/tarps is felt to be necessary or has been requested. 


2. Evacuation 
A. If it is necessary to evacuate camp, the Camp Director will assign staff to each site to direct troops to 
areas of safety. 
B. Account for all Scouts in the troop and evacuate to the area as directed by the staff. 
C. At this point, each camp's specific troopsite evacuation plan should be followed. 
D. If a person is not accounted for, two runners should be sent to the Camp Administration Building (or 
other staff designmated area) with the name, troopsite number, of the individual. 


A. In the event that the power is off causing the pay telephone and inter-camp telephones to be inoper- 
able, the Camp Director will assign two drivers to be on standby, to transport any sick Scout in a safe 
manner to the Health Lodge or to transport any messages. 

B. The Camp Director will assign one driver to report the power outage to Ad Center. 

C. Ad Center will send a messenger to all camps with emergency information. 

D. Back-up power source will be started up and emergency telephone will be in use. 
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HURRICANE/EARTHOUAKE 

After talking to the Civil Defense Assistance Director, we were informed that in an emergency such as 
Hurricane or Earthquake, because of the unlikelihood of these taking place in Muskegon County there were 
no definite Civil Defence emergency procedures for these disasters. 


Therefore, we are treating these situations should they occur as a severe weather condition and follow the 
same procedure as we have outlined under the heading "weather". 


ILL: 
Notify the section camp director who will report accident to Reservation Director/Ad Center. Call 911 for 
further instructions and start making necessary plans as outlined under Evacuation Procedures. 


REPORTING CHILD ABUSE 

Our camp staff has received training to deal with potential victims of any kind of child abuse. If you suspect 
that a Scout in camp is a victim, report this to your Camp Director. He will notify Reservation Director and 
they will confidentally discuss your suspicions with you and possibly talk to the Scout. If further action is 
necessary, the Council Scout Executive or his representative will be notified and he will determine what 
further actions to take.

RULE 119 


Each staff member and volunteer leader must be alert at all times to each campers physical state, any observed change should be reported to the Director 
for appropriate action. 


PROCEDURE FOR REPORTING SUSPECTED CASES OF CHILD ABUSE / NEGLECT 
The abused and neglected reporting law shall be complied with in the following manner: 
1. All camp personnel shall be aware of and guided by Department of Social Services Rule #113, #115, and #119 as printed above. 


2. Any camp personnel having reasonable cause to believe that any campers with him whom they have had direct contact has been subject to abuse 
or neglect shall immediately report the matter to their Camp Director / Supervisor. 


3. The Camp Director / Supervisor may consult with appropriate personnel, evaluate the case, make a record of the report, and SHALL REPORT the 
incident to the DIRECTOR. 


4. The DIRECTOR shall immediately report the matter by telephone to the Department of Social Service. 


5. All reports shall be confirmed in writing to the Department of Social Service within 72 hours of the report. 


6. Any leader who makes a report shall cooperate with the assigned investigation agency, including full testimony in any judicial proceeding resulting 
from such report as to evidence of abuse or neglect, or the case thereof. 


Allpersons must sign this statement that they have knowledge and understanding of the child abuse / neglect reporting requirements. All Leaders and 
Staff are required to report suspected cases of child abuse / neglect per these guidelines.

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WHO PAYS FOR SCOUT CAMPS 


BOY SCOUT CAMPS operated by local councils are year-round educational centers for practic- 
ing citizenship and learning Scouting methods and effective troop operation. 


THE SCOUT LOOKS TO CAMP for adventure, fun, fellowship, and recognition. Here he stands 
on his own two feet, learns new skills, explores nature, and tests his physical and mental abilities 
in a rigorous outdoor life. 


TO THE SCOUTMASTER. the council camp provides some recreation, but most important, it is 
an ideal setting for learning and demonstrating leadership and teaching methods, the best in 
outdoor skills, program ideas for the year-round troop program, and the ways of democracy in a 
troop with the patrol method. Camping provides an environment where leaders can best help boys 
to become physically strong, mentally alert, and morally straight. In a week at camp a Scoutmas- 
ter learns more about the true method of troop operation and development of boy leadership than 
in months of troop meetings. Here too, he can appreciate firsthand the tremendous impact of his 
influence on boys. 


THE BOY PAYS for certain items of expense in the operation of Scout camps that are charged to 
him or his troop. These include food, its preparation, and general commissary costs, transporta- 
tion, medical care, and expendable program materials. These are personal expenses directly 
related to the boy's participation with his troop at camp and are properly borne by him in his 
camp fee. 


THE LOCAL COUNCIL PAYS other expenses not related to a specific boy or his troop. These 
are general costs related to the ownership, care and the maintenance of the camp....repairs, taxes, 
insurance, promotion, ranger (custodial) service, and central staff salaries for instructors and 
supervisors, These key central staff members who support the Scoutmasters (provided by the 
chartered institutions) are trained and certified by the National Council in a National Camping 
School and are short-term local council employees. these costs are borne by the council and are 
properly a part of the council's annual budget. This enables the council to establish the lowest 
possible camp fee so that more boys may take advantage of this outdoor training experience. The 
council services to a troop in camp are similar to those furnished in its home 
community....commisioner service, health and safety information, program aids, swimming 
instruction, training for adult and junior leaders. These kinds of service are provided the troop 
whether it is in camp or in its chartered institution back home. 


SCOUT CAMPING IS UNIQUE because Scouts camp with their own troops under their own 
leaders. This continuity of organization and leadership permits a maximum carry-over of benefits 
to the rest-of-the-year program in the chartered institution. 


SCOUT CAMPING IS ALSO UNIQUE because it is primarily educational and not merely 


recreational. It is an extension and intensification of the council's training program for Scouts and 
leaders.
